The death of Rev. Milner last 
week calls to mind the origin of 
the Baptist Church in Coman­ 
che. Rev Milner is credited with 
organizing thep resent First Bap- 
ist Church here in 1873 but that 
was not really the first church of 
that denomination to be organ­ 
ized in the county or even within 
the City of 
Comanche.

ohwever organized the first church 


of that faith that continued to 
operate.

According to L. B, Russell, the 
first Baptist Church in Coman­ 
che was organized in 1864 by Rev.

Church in the town of Comanche 
from 1870 to 1873 when the pre­ 
sent First Baptist Church was 
organized by Rev. J. MLilner who 
became the first pastor. 
The Comanche church, however 
was not the first Baptist Church 
organized in the county. The first 
Baptist Church to be organized 
in the county was at the old 
Tuggle School House, ten miles 
south of Comanche in 1856. the 


same year that the county 
was 
organized and three years before 
the county seat was moved from 
Cora to Comanche. This was Just 
a year after the first permanent 
settlers 
Colliers, Mercers. Tug­ 
gles and Holmsieys moved to the 
county This church was organ­ 
ized by Elder Howard of Burnett 
County and a minister by the 
name of Elder Bynum.. 
The original members of the 
Tuggle church were Joseph Hicks. 
Captain James Cunningham, and 
Mrs. F. M. Neely.

Baptist Church organized here in 
1873 were A, L.
